An Interesting Meeting Many Towns
Hcprescnted Gratifying Reports of Work
In Foreign Mission Fields' Nplrlted Ad-

dresses liitslni'fis of the Session.
The twenty-secon- d annual meeting of

the Baptist Women's Missionary socie-

ty of southwestern Connecticut was
held in the basement of Calvary Baptist
church yesterday. The meeting was

largely attended by ladies from nearly
all the cities and towns In this section
of the state. It is said to have been one
of the largest annual meetings the so-

ciety has ever held.
Mrs, S. D. Phelps called the meeting

to order, and the morning was chiefly
spent in organization and reports, to-

gether with some discussion of the
missionary work being done.

In the secretary's report a letter was

read from Miss Clagett, a missionary in
Japan, telling of her work there among
the Japs and containing cheerful news
to the Interested helpers at the meeting.
Reports were also read from nearly all
the circles in this section, and all seem
to be In a very flourishing condition.
The secretary's report showed that dur-

ing the past year the society has receiv
ed $1,869.36 from various sources, and
that the year has been the most pros-
perous in the history of the society. A

the New Haven members. The meet-

ing reconvened at 1:30; and the first bus-
iness was a memorial service in honor of
those members who have died during
the past year. Among these deceased
members are Mrs. Colby of Boston,
first president of the society, and Mrs.
J. K. Murdock, also of Boston, After
the praise service Miss Dr. Cummlng, a
returned medical missionary from In-

dia, spoke of the condition of that coun-

try, especially telling of the servile and
lowly condition of the women of that
country. She told of how the widows'
In that country are treated worse than
dogs.and are thought to have been some
terrible person In their former exis-
tence. If a woman bears her husband a
baby girl she Is greatly abused and In-

sulted, as Is also the child. The little
girls are betrothed as early as the age
of six, and at ten or eleven are expected
to take up the duties of a wife and
mother. '
